TEN-FOOT WALL OF WATER, 
LOOSED BY BREAK IN DAM, 
ROLLS OVER IDAHO TOWNS 


Lake Seven Miles Long, Freed by Failure - 
Natural Dike, Drowns Seven in 
One Mountain Village. 


By the Associated Press. 
IDAHO FALLS, Idaho, May 19. 


—The wall of wgter released by 
the breaking of the Gros Ventre 


slide dam 150 miles northeast of 
here yesterday, which resulted in 
the loss of at least seven lives, 
flooded Theis, 22 miles north of 
here, this morning to a depth of 
12 feet. 

A mass of driftwood and debris 
including the wreckage of rat¥®ch 
homes and farm buildings, was 
carried by the flood waters, wreck- 
ing bridges across the Gros Ven- 
The blocking of the 
stream at bridge heads is causing 
the water to spread out, thus re- 
ducing the probability of damage 
at first expected. 

The death list, resulting when 
the impounded water broke 
through the slide dam and inun- 
dated Kelly, a hamlet of 75 inhab- 
itants, four miles down stream, 
was placed at seven today. 

Continuing its race down the 
valley, the flood struck Wilson, 25 
miles below Kelly, within two 
hours. Ranchers declared the tor- 


rent retained its crest of Marly 
20 feet. The river soon was near- 
ly a mile and a half wide, but no 
lives were lost at Wilson as resi- 
dents had been warned. 

As the water rushed into the 
Snake River at its junction with 
the Gros Ventre near Wilson, 
warnings were issued to farmers 
for more than 100 mailes. As the 
torrent passed into Idaho it main- 
tained a head Of nearly ten feet. 

Checking of the missing is slow 
due to hampered telephone com- 
munication. 

The slide dam was created when 
Sheep Mountain shifted several 
feet in June, 1925, to send an 
avalanche of rocks, dirt and trees 
across the Gros Ventre River. 

The Sheep Mountain slide fol- 
lowed a series of earthquakes that 
caused considerable damage in 
northern Wyoming and Montana. 

The slide and avalanche created 
a dam nearly a half mile across 
and approximately 300 feet in 
height. This formed a lake about 
seven miles long, a mile in width 
and 250 feet in depth at some 
points.
